Kansas City, Mo.—Speaking at a 
recent morning session of the con- 
vention of the National Council of 
Catholic Men, here, L. E. Keller, of 
Detroit, statistician of the United 
Brotherhood of Maintenance of Way 


Employees and Railway Shop Labor- 
ers, cited railroad employment figures 
purporting to show that the five-day 
week, six-hour day and higher pay 
must be adopted by industry to solve 
the unemployment problem. An 
dress on history and education was 
given at a luncheon meeting recently 
by William A. Luby, head of the de- 
partment of mathematics at Junior 
College, a public educational institu- 
tion. 

“All Class 1 railroads in 1920,” Mr. 
Keller said, “employed 2,022,832. men, 
with a tvtal compensation of $3,681,- 
801,000. .In.1929 the same.lines em- 
‘ployed 1,662,463 men, whose compen- 
‘sation was $2,896,159,000. The de- 
crease in number of men working was 
360,369, and decrease in income was 
$785,642,000, or 17.8 per cent in men, 
21.3 per cent in compensation.

steadily in the past ten years. The 
more efficient operation and improved 
machinery are displacing more and 
more men.

The growing 
employment situation must be faced 
squarely for what it is, and it is my 
‘hope that when the Catholic Men’s 
committee appointed to consider this 
problem takes up the matter, it will 
go into it honestly, accepting facts as 
they are.”

Chicago, Ill.—The commemoration 
of the fiftieth afniversary of the 
Archdiocese of Chicago, which for- 
mally took place recently, recall- 
ed a history over a period of a half 
century that, overflowing with phyai- 
cal, apostolic and devotional accom- 
plishments and endeavors, has result- 
ed in this Catholic ecclesiastical pro- 
vince being numbered today as one 
of the world’s most phenomenal Sees.

1880, and in the same decree the Rt,

When Archbishop Feehan came to 
Chicago he found approximately 104 
churches, 34 of which were in the city 
itself. When he died the 84 Catholic 
churches in the city of Chicago had 
grown to 100 while the churches of 
the whole Archdiocese had increased 
to 208. The Archbishop himself laid 
the cornerstone of 80 churches and 
dedicated over 100, in addition to or- 
daining 250 priests and confirming 
about 200,000 persons. 

Despite the reduction of the Arch- 
diocesan area in 1908 by the creation 
ef the Rockford Diocese there are to- 
day over 400 churches, almost 260 of 
which are in the city.
